The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a method for producing inorganic fibers from either dacite 
or rhyodacite rocks, wherein the method comprises the claimed method steps. More 
specifically, the prior art fails to disclose a melting temperature of between 2105 to 
2200°C for dacite or ryodacite rocks for the production of fibers.
